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1. Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for a sensor to ascertain when a particular plasticized material reaches the 
location on the wall surface where the sensor is located, does not reasonably provide enablement 
for any other sensor. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention cpmiriehsurate in scope 
with these claims. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth 
in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1,3-11 and 15-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Hirota. Hirota discloses the basic claimed process of injection molding parts from plasticized 
material including injecting a first plasticized material into the hollow of an injection mold 
through an opening so as to contact only a partial area of a wall surface of the hollow, and 
subsequently injecting a second plasticized material through the same opening into the hollow so 
as to contact at least a part of the remaining area of the wall surface of the hollow. Hirota 
appears not to say that the areas contacted are "wet" but such is well known and would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art in order that the plasticized material conforms to the 
shape of the mold cavity. 
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The first material extends to a shoulder or ridge in Hirota, as in claim 3, and Hirota 
teaches the movement of a gate or valve portion (83,84) to clear a remaining flow area, as in 
claims 4-6. Hirota also teaches the formation of gas space or pockets, as in claims 7 and 10, and 
suggests hard and soft materials, as in claim 8, through the forming of formed and non-foamed 
portions. Forming portions of different colors, as in claim 9, is well known and would have beeri 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art in order to add visual effects. Hirota illustrates one 
component containing pockets of another component, as in claim 11. Hirota also illustrates the 
use of multiple extruders, an injection unit and first and second channels, as in claims 15-27. 
Use of control units is also well known and would have been obvious in order to maintain 
product quality.. The opening of Hirota is formed in a nozzle of an extruder operatively 
connected to an injection mold, as in claim 28.
